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This decision is in response to applicants' submission filed 06 May 2005. 

BACKGROUND 

On 04 November 2003, applicants filed international application PCTAJS03/35139 which 
designated the U.S. and claimed a priority date of 04 November 2002. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
(USPTO) fi-om the International Bureau on 21 May 2004. The thirty-month period for paying the 
basic national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 04 April 2005. 

On 06 May 2005, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in the 
United States, which was accompanied by, inter alia, a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 137(b) to revive 
the application. 

DISCUSSION 

A petition to revive the present application under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) must include: 

(1) The required reply; 

(2) The petition fee; 

(3) A statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply fi-om the due date for the 
reply until the filing of a grantable petition was unintentional. 



As to item (1), apphcant has failed to submit the required reply, the U.S. Basic National 

Fee. 
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As to item (2), applicant submitted the petition fee on 06 May 2005. 
As to item (3), a grantable petition has not yet been filed. 

CONCLUSION 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) is DISMISSED, without prejudice, for the reasons 
set forth above. 

If reconsideration on the merits of this petition is desired, a proper response must be filed 
within TWO (2) MONTHS fi'om the mail date of this decision. Any reconsideration request 
should include a cover letter entitled "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1 .137(b)". Extensions of 
time may be obtained under 37 CFR L 136(a).
